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Tue accounts of the Exchange Banks 
have received more attention from the 
general publio this year than is usually 
bestowed on such documents. Many 
severe strictures have been passed on 
one or two of them by the London 
press, and the ramours of amalgama- 
among some of them whioh had 
mu in circulation gave additional 
interest to the results of the operations 
for the last half of 1881. Now that 
the worst has been made known we 
cau see that while the profits of some 
banks were diminished by the rise in 
the rate of discount in Europe towards 
the end of last year, the loss of all 
dividend for a time on the part of 
others is owing to their baving largely 
embarked on business, which with all 
due respect to the Directors who have 
defended it, we must bold to be nob 
legitimate. | The dealings of a bank 
in Government or other paper should 
be as nearly as possible restricted to 
its own wants for investmeuts of @ 
more or less permanent character. In 














| the case of the Iudian banks who fiud 
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the remittance between England and 
India of Government paper, a con- 
venient mode of working exchange 
operations, a very liboral interpretation 
may bo given to this distinction. If 
it pays better to send money in the 
shape of Indian “fours” to Oaloutta or 
Bombay, than in silver or Council 
@rafta, or to get returns in them, no 
one--would object to the banks mak- 
ing as freo a use of them as they 
could. But in recent instances some 
of=them have been doing -a great 
deal more than this. They have been 
ling iargely on time, and the stocks 
Wing fallen heavily, the buyers have 
been either unable or unwilling to 
fulfil their part of the bargain, Tho 
consequence has been that two of the 
banke have been not only been unable to 
peyiany dividend for last half-year, but 
have been obliged to encroach seriously 
on their reserve funds. There has been 
another part of the transactions of the 
Banks which has been the source of loss, 
For someyears past there has been an in- 
creasing business in Calcutta and Bom. 
bay in forward tolegraphic travsfers, on 
the, one side, and purchases of private 
paper on the other. These were based on 
@ low, rate of discount continuing in 
Lombard Street, and when the value of 
money rose, themeagre profits with which 
the Banks had contented themselves 
disappesred with great rapidity. We 
are glad to see from the reports of 
the proceedings at the meetings of some 
of the Banks that measures have been 
taken to modify the competition for 
business among their agents in the 
‘Bnet, aud os a maximum rate at which 
rebate will be allowed on documentary 
paper has beon agreed on, there will, in 
future, be more safety in selling tele- 
graphic transfers against bills of ox 
change than there has been for some 
time. But it seems to us thata wrong 
yp, and oue which will increase the 
liability to loss from rises in the value 
of money in Europe, has beon taken by 
some of the bauks in returning to the 
le of their drafts on London at six 
monthe sight, even though that be only 
done to a limited extent in the mean- 
time, It is about three years since 
the exchange bauks came to a formal 
agreement to lessen the ourreucy of 
bills drawn in the Enst from six to four 
months, Que reason for this step was 
that the longer currency was no longer 
required as the great bulk of Indian aud 
Chinese produce went to Europe by 
steamer vid the Suez Canal, and could 
be realized in London in ample time to 
meot.an acceptance at four months sight. 
It was thorofore desirable that the pro- 
coeds of the shipments should be appliod 
tothe payment of the bills drawn against 
it, a8 soon as they. were in the pos- 
session of the acceptors, The shorten- 
ing of the ourroucy bad been urged 
upon the Banks for many years for the 
above and other reasons, and its adop- 
tion met with as goneral approval as 
could be expected to be given to a 
measure of the kind. It is, however, 
vory probable that it was greatly dis. 
























liked in Lombard Street, as it dimin- 
ished the employment for money, but 
that had a tendency to keep the 
price of money low, it should have met 
with favour from the exchange banks. 
To ordiuary people, who are not en- 
lightened on the mysteries of banking, 
it seems that the risk of selling a 
telegraphic transfor against a six 
months: bill is greater than it would be 
of the remittance were at four months 
sight; as the shorter the ourrenoy 
the-lower-the rate of discount. And 
as the new rules of business adopted by 
tho Banks are intended more to protect 
them against the stormy weather which 
they have to encounter now and then, 
rather than tho ordivary times, wo 
should think that the loss which might 
be incurred fom a dear money market 
at home would be greater on a six 
than on a four months bill. Besides, 
this retreat of the banks is clearly 
against the recent course of trade 
which has been to conduct busiuess as 
much as possible on short oredit or for 
cash, Hence the constautly increasing 
demand for telegraphic trausfors, It 
will no doubt be said that the banks 
while reverting to the longer usance 
will only do so to as limited an extent 
as possible, But we expect to see an 
almost aniversal return to the drawing 
of six mouths paper on the part of 
merchants, and as soon as the present 
povitential fit has passed away, and 
competition among the banks resumes 
its former keenness, they will acquiesce 
in a retaru as general as before 1879, 
to the six mouths usance, 
nothing in the present position of 
exchange banking in the East to make 
shareholders despair of the fature of 
their property. On the contrary there 
are many things which should make 
them very hopeful of good results from 
banking onrried on 0 as to meet the 
present requirements of business in 
the East. ‘The extraordinary ex- 
pausion in the export trade of India 
which is likely to continue, will afford 
legitimate employment for large bank. 
ing funds, At present thero is come 
timidity shown in working with India; 
except in a hand-to-mouth way. The 
fature of silver troubles some director. 
ates, and hence we find that for mouths 
past the rates of interest in the money 
markets of India and China have been 
unusually high. Bat as soon as 
directors and managers have cleared 
their minds of all hopes of a restitu- 
tion of the old rates of exchange by 
impossible international measures, they 
will take heart, and tho result will be a 
return to prosperous bauking, and the 
abandonment of speculative business 
in stooke.

Bat soon it became apparent that Pro- 
testants knew how to persecute, too. 
‘They were not only able to pull down 
mass-houses, but were even equal to 





matter of professional daty—by way 
of showing that they differed from 
them on some metaphysical or scientific 
point. Then it was clear to every- 
body that it was not Catholicism, not 
Protestantism, pre-eminently, that was 
the persecutor. It was Christianity in 
general. Christians hated Jews, and 
drew their teeth to make them dis- 
gorge their wealth. They beat them, 
and spat on them, aud refused to give 
them the ordinary privileges of a 
citizen, But'still it seemed that this 
did not cover the whole case, for there 
were bloody wars undertaken on reli- 
gious grounds by Jows, Christians, and 
Mobammedans, all of whom hated 
and perseonted each other. Then 
Christianity must be acquitted, and the 
blame laid at the door of Religion. 
All religious men and women uuited in 
regarding the heterodox with horror. 
No toleration could be extended to the 
wretch who denied the Bible, and 
made profane jokes about Samson's 
lion and Balaam’s ass. But soon it 
came about that the hatred shown 
to infidelity by religious people was 
returned in fall force by the free- 
thinkers themselves, who hated and 
scorned religion quite as heartily 
on their side. At last, therefore, we 
are driven to the conclusion that no 
sect or doctrine can claim the spirit of 
persecation and intolerance for its own, 
but that it is one common to Hamanity 
at large. 

Now, however, that the disreputable 
portion of the Freethiukiug Party in 
France bave made themselves so con- 
spieuous, a convenient wenpon has been 
put into the hand of the Moderates. It 
is the former, and not the latter, to 
whom the curses of Voltaire apply to- 
day. The arms of the great French 
scoptic may now be turned against 
those who most loudly profess to be hi 
followers, Voltnire’s hatred of Chi 
tianity in the odious form in which it 
d around him was really a hatred 
of intolerance, aud would, if better un- 
derstood, receive so far the sympathy 
of all truly religious men. It is small 
wonder that Voltaire denounced Christ 
when he saw the atrocities that were 
perpetrated in his name. To quote 
Mr. Morley, “He saw only a besotted 
people led in chains by a crafty priest. 
hood: he heard only the unending re- 
petition of records that were ficti- 
tious, and dogmas that drew a cartain 
of darkness over the understanding. 
Men spoke to bim of the mild beams of 
Christianity, and where they pointed 
he saw only the yellow glare of the 
stake ; they talked of the gentle. solace 
of the Christian faith, and he heard 


























only the shrieks of tho thousands: and 
ten thonsands whom faithful Christians 
had racked, strangled, gibbeted, burat, 
broken on the wheel. Through the 
steam of innocent blood: which Chris. 
tians for the honour ‘of their belief 
had spilt in every quarter of the known 
world, the blood of Je Moors, In. 
dians, and all the vast :holocausts of 
heretical sects and peoples in western 
and eastern Europe,-he saw ‘only dis. 
mal tracts of intellectual darkness, and 
hoard only the humming of the Ductors, 
as they served. forth to congregations 
of poor men bungering for’ spiritual 
sustenance the draff of theological 
superstition.” It was intolerance that 
Voltaire denounced when he cried 
Ecrasez VInfame, ‘and that the intoler. 
ance and spiritual tyranny was exer. 
cised by relig was 











in’ his geal for. mental and epi 
independence Voltaire would have oon- 
demned the petty persecution of 
Christians by freethinkers, which oxists 
to-day in the schools of France, just as 
indignantly as ho denounced the perso 
cution of the freethinkers of his own 
day by the orthodox. The sin is the 
same in both cases; it matters not by 
whom it is committed, or against whom 
tho blow is poised; in-ench instance it 
is a sacrilege against the haman race. 

Tho prosent condition of things in 
France, therefore, though deplorable 
enough, is not, wo think, alarming, 
‘The raucour of the Freethinking Party 
can do no harm to the cause of true 
religion, especially whendirected against 
children. It is rather an unwilling 
and perhaps unconscious homage ex- 
torted from the evemies of Obristianity 
by tho extraordinary moral f hich 
that religion exercises. Unless a man 
feels the spell of religion with a certain

THE SHANGHAI WATERWORKS’ CO. 
Tux Report of the Shanghai Water. 
works’ Co. has no doubt been read with 
something more than ordinary interest. 
A good deal of it consists of a summary 
of the work that has been accomplished, 
the progress that is being made, the 
difficulties that have been or are being 
overcome, and the prospects which the 
Ohief Hngineer fools justified in holding 
out of the completion of the preliminary 
operations, We are also told that in 
consequence of  combiuations ” which 
have raised the price of Inbour, an 
incrensed: expenditure -which bas been 
recommended upon the foutidations of 
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the water tower, and a necessary ex- 
tension of the plant and work, it is 
‘probable that the Company will require 
15,000. to £10,000 over and above the 
‘amonut of the subscribed capital ; and 
“this is ‘to be raised in scoordanoe with 
“the provisions of the Deed of Settlement. 
‘The exact meaning of the word “ com- 
“binations,” we may remark in passio; 
Jas not been explained, and wo are 
therefore uncertain whether it refers 
to's combination among the Chinese 
workmen ora combivation of un- 
foreseen circumstances, which may be 
said to have interfered with the Com- 
pany’s operations, or, indeed, to both.

THE VICBROY OF THE HU KUANG, 
‘Taere are certain unmistakeablo in- 
dications in the letter of our Wu-chang 
Correspondent describing the funeral 
of the Dowager Lady Li, that the 
Viceroy of the Hu Kuang 
tremely unpopular official. 
been frequently said that there is no 
such thing in China as public opinion, 
as wo understand tho phrase in Zurope, 
This is true toa cortain extent, as it 
always must be in the absence of & 
regular daily press; but there are 
subjects on which the Chinese fool 
strongly, and in such cases their feeling 
is gonerally pretty unanimous. We 
speak now of the people, not of the 
officials, whose views of prominent men 
aro almost certain to be tinged with bias; 
and there is no doubt that there are 
some high mandarins who in every. 
sense of the word are popular, and 
beloved, and others who are distrusted 
and die liked. It is a curious fact that 
severity does not make an officer un- 
popular in China, Shén Pao-chéo was 
8 severe man ; 80, to some extent, was 
‘Teéng Kuo-fan ; 80, in a vory marked 
degree, was Ting Jib-chang. Yet when 
Shéa, some years ago, made a progres 
through certain portions of his Viceroy 
alty, his road was lined with villagers 
andcountrypeople invoking blessings on 
him ; canopies were presented to him in 
token of the general esteem ;and incidents 
not often heard of in prosaic China 
were said to have been of constant 
occurrence daring the course of his 
journey. It is, in point of fact, justioe 
and integrity which make a man popular 
in Cbina, ‘All the men whom we have 
mentioned were liked and trasted be- 
cause the people felt that they were 
distinguished more or less by a paternal 
spirit in their dealings with them, and 
did not prey on them like wolves, . And, 
submissive as the Chinese are, they 
generally contrive to make their impres- 
sions felt, An official knows perfectly 
well whether he is liked or not, and the 
Viceroy of the Hu Kuang is probably 
not leas in the dark as far.as he, him- 
self is concerned than his fellow-man- 
darins. The funeral of his aged mother 
was, of course, a very imposing affair— 
imposing, that is, from @ Chinese. point 
of view. Tho fall complement of 
canopies, pall-bearers, tablets, artificial 
palaces, grass dogs, antelopes, oto., come 
bined no doubt to form a very, striking 
and motley show, if nothing else... Bat 
of all the sixty-four canopies that were 
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Aisplayed, uot ono was the gift of the 
people, Even the offerings to the spirit 
of the Dowager were not spontaneous, 
‘Thoy hadbeen purchased by the Viceroy, 
instead of freely tendered by the peo- 
ie, Tho crowd appears to have been 
cold aud unsympathetic in a marked 
dogree, and to ove not well-informed 
it would appear as if the dead person 
had been herself detested. Tho truth, 
however, seems to be that the Li family 
has lost some popularity by reason 
of the unpopularity of the eldest 
zon, - It is probable that the Viceroy of 
the Ha Knang may have the less amin- 
ble‘traits of character which distinguish 
his illustrious brother without that 
-mental vigour aud commanding energy 
that make the Northern Viceroy so 
prominent a figure in the Empire. We 
remember that some time ago the 
Shanghai Correspondent of the Times 
wrote of him in the most unfavourable 
terms, He was credited with avarice, 
tyrauny, aud lack of rectitude, and re- 
resented, if wo remember rightly, as 
‘oue of tho best-bated roandarius in 
China, Now atithe present juncture it 
is highly advisable that no opportunity 
ehould be given the Chinese of har- 
bouring sullen or dissatisfied thoughts 
with regard to any member of the Li 
family. Tho position of the Northern 
“Viceroy is, as far as he himself is 
concerned, as strong as ever; but 
there is nothing commoner than for a 
high official against whom nothing can 
bo alleged persoually to be struck at 
through his relatives, and the mere 
faot of such a man being more or less 
open to a side-blow of this nature has 
tendency to undermine his power 
indireotly. The death of the venerable 
mother of the Lis may be said, there- 
fore, to have happened opportnuely 
reapect to the eldest of her sons. 
regrettable that such should be 
where we aro writing of so high- 
principled and noble-hearted a woman 
‘ae the deceased Dowager is described ; 
but public opinion is here a pretty safe 
gaide, and unless the Viceroy of the Hu 
Kuang is the victim of much undeserved 
roprobation we are justified in looking 
forward to his retirement with some 
dogroe of satisfaction. His Excel- 
lency’s withdrawal from public life for 
twenty-seven months is of course a 
foregone conclusion, no reason existing 
in his case for a curtailment of tho 
ordiuary term; ond as he is an old 
man, avd in somewhat precarious 
liealth, it is nob likely that he will 
ever return to office. He will thus be 
able to retire in the natural course of 
events without, let us hope, baving 
to undergo the humiliation of being 
removed. It is possible, of course, 
that the charges brought agaiust him 
nome lime ago are of sufficient gravity 
to reuder retribution necessary ; bul 
is also possible that the Imperial 
Govornment may be actuated so far 
by motives of pablic policy as to let 
the matter drop, satisfied with being 
relieved of an officer whose career has 
pot beon of a nature to promote the

‘THE ENGLISH-MATL PAPERS. 
Tar recent death of Madame Veuve 
Balzac seems to carry one back to a by- 
gonegeneration. ‘The Times Correspondent 
fias been the means of spreading a rumour 
detrimental to the honour of the deceased 
lady by saying that she lived with Balzac 
for many years provious to their marriage, 
which took place only six months before 
her widowhood ; but this turns ont to be a 
reat mistake, having arisen from the 

jorrespoudent’s misunderstanding of the 
oxpression “‘demeurait auprés d’elle.””" The 
Pall Mall Gazette gives a quaint and strik- 
ing account of Madame Balzac and her 
daughter, during their residence at Vil- 
leneuve St. George. “They were both 
infirm, One was almost a septuagenarian 
and the other going on towards ninety. 
She was crippled, dropsical, bowed down 
with care as well as age, not by auy meat 
venerable, and was for many years in tl 
false position of a woman with pretensions 
to high birth and deeply in debt in a foreign 
country where hardly anybody knowsor cares 
anything about her ancestors. Her brain 
had long been softening under the influence 
of the annoyance which her own and her 
son’s creditors caused her... . For some 
time previous to her death wolf 
from the door by selling, piecemeal, her 
valuable bric-d-brae and pictures. She was 
latterly bedridden.”

It seems to be quite 
generally the feeling here that the Viceroy 
is excoedingly anxious, if not determined, 
to retire from public life altogether. He 
ns reached the highest honor attainable 
by him, and it is known that he has been 
greatly annoyed, not to say hindered in 
his plans, by ‘those whose enmity has 
prompted them to all sorts of expedients 
to injuro him with the Throne, He is 
Imowa, too, to be a hardworker, and wear- 
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ied by much office drudgery which he 
cannot entrust to others. 

‘While his desire is thus undoubted, it 
is equally well known that the Throne is 
using all its influence to induce him to 
return to service at the expiration of the 
100 days of mourning. A Deputy from 
the Inner Council has been here some 
days, to assure him of the Empress's con- 
fidence, and to earnestly press her sincer 
desire for and claim upon his public 
services. All ishers of China will 
certainly join in the hope that he will 
yield to these claims, and return to his 
post at as early a day as may be. No one 
can fill the position he has occupied as 
satisfactorily as he has done, and the loss 
of such an experienced officer and adviser 
will be beyond compute to the Govern- 
ment.

‘THE FRENOH EXPEDITION TO TONQUIN. 


Since the despatch of my Iast communi- 
cation the gunboat Parceval arrived hero 





on Saturday with six high Annamite man- 
darins from the Court in Hiué commissioned 
to treat with the French Commandant-in- 






chief, and I think a friendly arrangement 
will bo arrived at by which s proper pro- 
tectorate will bo established by the Frouch 
over the country. 

‘Thero remains then now the Black Flag to 
be reckoned with. ‘They number, it is said, 
three thousand strong in Sontay and about 
one thousand in Bacninh, near Hanoi. An 
attack upon them is anticipated. Th 
Frouch authorities have made a barrier in 
the river above the Concession at Hanoi to 
protect the gunboats from burning rafts, 
&c., which may be sent down upon them 
by the Black Flag. 

‘The Messageries steamer Saigon, which 
arrived hore yesterday from the port of the 
same name, brought a reinforcement of 
thirty troops. 

There is, at all events to outsiders, a lull 
in affairs just now, but Ihave no doubt 
that M. “Riviere, 'Commandant-in-Ohief, 
and Count Kergaradec, iu Hanoi, 
bring matters to au issue satisfactory to all 
par ‘One thing seems to be certain, 
namely, that Namdiih will be opened to 
trade; aud I would, suggest, with all 
respect to the French Authorities, that Hai 
Datong, on account.of ite rice produce, 
Chuang-yuo for its wood and coal,.. and 
Eon for its timber, hides, cardamoms,
